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CALLS U. S. wake 
LAW RIDDEN AND 
LAWLESS NATION 


The United States is both the most 
w-ridden and lawless nation on earth, 
Judge Marcus Kavanagh of the Su- 
perior court declared last night at the 
annual banquet of the Audit Bureau 
of Circulations, held in the Stevens 
hotel. 

“Our criminal laws are utterly un- 
fitted for present day criminal condi- 
tions,“ Judge Kavanagh said. He 
cited a report of the attorney general 
of Illinois showing that in two years 
the Supreme court of the state re- 
versed 96 cases. In each of them 
the defendant had been found guilty 
by a jury in a lower court. He at- 
tacked the system as one permitting 
one proven guilty to escape on a tech- 
nicality. 

Citing the growing menace of gov- 
ernment bureaucracy in American 
business, Merle Thorpe, editor of the 
Nation’s Business, said publishers were 
the first to regulate their business, 
rather than wait ior the government 
American business, 
he said, would have been spared the 
cost arid nuisance of 100 commissions

Testifying yesterday before a federal 
board of mediation, H. E. Byram, one 
of the receivers of the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul railway, said that 
the only way to provide revenue to 
meet an increase in wages is to in- 
crease rates, and added that such an 
action now to meet the demands of 
55,000 locomotive firemen, hostlers and 
hostler helpers employed on 55 western 
railroads was impractical. 

The rail workers are asking for an 
increase of §1 a day. 

Mr. Byram said he believed the 
western railroads should be entitled to 
such an increase in rates as would 
permit them to earn the fair return 
contemplated by the transportation 
act. 

“ However, when business conditions 
in the western section of the country 
are such that many classes of the 
population have suffered severe losses, 
I do not think any increase should be 
made in railway rates in order to grant 
wage increases to men whose hours 
of work have been reduced,” asserted 
Mr. Byram.
